LONDON, MAY 9.—The J-Ji-itish have again advanced

A strong counter attack was made last night against 


the Germans on the Laelyette-Vooremezeele sector of the 
Flanders fighting zone, where the Germans, at heavy cost, 
had gained a footing at certain points on the British1 /Jront 
line. The counter attack was completely successful and 
the Germans were hurled back.

Men Who Can Help Farmers 


Each town, under the leadership of its most active spirits, 


such as its chamber of commerce or county council of defense, 
itself should immediately make a survey of all able-bodied men 
who have had farm experience and obtain pledges to spend a 
day or two out of each week or a week, if need be, out of the 
month at the periods of greatest demand, in order to help the 
farmemrs. There are any men working in the towns whose 
places can be taken by the women. I have in mind particularly 
men,waiters, elevator boys, and clerks whose work can be well 
substituted, if the business sentiment of the town will act reso- 
lutely and persuade employers to use women temporarily in 
order that the men may be released for farm labor as the occa- 
sion may require.—Clarence Ousley, Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture.
